The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 28: line 10, "key" has been deleted. 

In claim 30, line 2, -- packets— has been inserted after "alternating"; and "frames" 
has been deleted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 20-33, 35, and 37-38 are allowed. 

Claim 20 recites, "identifying most recent audio key packet previously received; 
decoding the most recent audio key packet; identifying audio delta packets received 
subsequent to the most recent audio key packet; decoding the identified audio delta 
packets; discarding alternating audio delta packets; deleting N of P delta frames, 
wherein N and P are integers and wherein N is determined based on a combination of 
the amount of memory available for storing decoded video frames and the frame rate 
desired during reverse playback," which are unique features that are not disclosed by 
prior art. 
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Claims 21-27 are allowed because they depend either directly or indirectly from 
independent claim 20. 

Claim 28 recites, "identifying compressed audio packets associated with the 
compressed video data, wherein the compressed audio packets comprise: audio key 
packets; and audio delta key packets; wherein the video data store stores P minus N 
delta frames, N and P are integers, and N is determined based on a combination of an 
amount of memory available for storing decoded video frames and a frame rate desired 
during reverse playback," which are unique features that are not disclosed by prior art. 

Claims 29-32 are allowed because they depend either directly or indirectly from 
independent claim 28. 

Claim 33 is recites, "identifying a most recent audio key packet previously 
received; decoding most recent audio key packet; identifying audio delta packets 
received subsequent to the most recent audio key packet; decoding the identified audio 
delta packets; deleting N of P delta frames, wherein N and P are integers and wherein 
N is determined based on a combination of the amount of memory available for storing 
decoded video frames and the frame rate desired during reverse playback; and playing 
the decoded video delta frames and the decoded audio packet in the reverse direction," 
which are unique features that are not disclosed or taught by prior art. 

Claims 35, 37, and 38 are allowable because they depend from independent 
claim 33 above.
